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Dear  Mrs. Fuller: 

For  six  years  now  I  have  been  working  on  the  genealogy  of  the 
Crockett  Fanlly.  My  father  never  seemed  well  versed  on  his  ancestors,  and  I 
remember  from  conversation  with  Charles  some  years  ago,  that  he  too  had  very 
little  information.  He  thought  there  had  been  material  of  value  in  Elmer's 
desk,  but  that  it  had  disappeared  and.  was  lost  or  had.  been  destroyed. 

With  a  little  more  leisure  at  hand,  some  six  years  ago  I 
began  the  task,  starting  "from  scratch”  with  only  local  cemetery  records  and 
obituaries  from  old  papers  ns  a  starting  point,  binco  then  I  have  done  ex¬ 
tensive  research  locally,  in  Logan  County,  0.,  three  state  libraries,  ana  at 
the  National  Archives  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  results  have  been  gratifying, 
and  yet  baffling.  For  there  is  still  one  missing  link!  I  need  the  great¬ 
grandfather  of  yours  and  mine.  I  have  narrowed  the  field  to  three  possibilities, 
and  hope  this  fall,  on  another  jaunt  into  Kentucky,  to  establish  him  beyond 
doubt. 


I  believe  you  vrill  be  interested  in  a  bare  outline  of  the 
family,  and  have  enclosed  a  copy,  -as  soon  as  I  complete  the  work,  I  shall  fill 
in  the  outline  with  the  maze  of  information  I  have  accumulated,  have  it  all 
certified  by  on  organization  3uch  a3  "Daughters  of  American  Revolution",  and  then 
publish  it;  at  which  time  you  shall  certainly  have  a  copy. 

It  was  my  intention  to  contact  you  here  at  the  time  of  the 
dedication  of  "Broadcast  Center"  of  W.S.3.T.,  but  I  had  to  be  out  of  town,  and 
missed  you.  Our  branches  of  the  family  seemed  never  to  have  been  too  close. 

This  work  may  yet  give  who  are  left  of  us,  and  to  our  descendants,  a  glimpse  of 
who  we  were  and  are,  and  to  that  end  I  have  dedicated  ray  teak. 

Should  you  by  chance  have  the  old  information  from  Elmer's  desk, 

I  would  certainly  appreciate  it.  I  have  visited  Mrs.  Charles  Crockett  within 
the  year,  and  currently  have  her  copy  of  "Notable  Southern  Families;  Vol.  VI.  The 
Crockett  Family"  (for  the  third  time  in  six  years).  It  has  been  valuable  to  an 
extent,  out  is  incomplete  on  the  very  section  I  need.  There  is  no  hope  of  getting 
e  more  up-to-date  picture  from  that  source  as  the  authors  (two  Crockett  people 
of  Tennessee,  who  apparently  are  from  our  own  emigrant  branch)  aro  dean,  ana  no 
descendants  of  them  h(  ve  continued  the  research.  If  you  have  ever  seen  the  above 
mentioned  book,  you  may  remember  that  in3ido  the  cover,  Charles  hua  made  this 
notation: .

This  notation  shows  a  luck  of  information,  as  I  have  since 
discovorod  that  the  name  of  Robert's  wife  wan  Martha  Cartmill*  I  have  traced 
the  lino  from  Virginia  to  Kentucky,  in  the  oune  locality  our  early  Crocketts 
emigrated  to  from  Virginia,  so  it  is  likely  they  were  married  in  Kentucky,  as 
history  records  say  they  wore. 

I  have  also  contacted  Mrs.  Harold  Deale  in  Mishawaka,  in  tide 
hope  of  getting  more  information  on  Garrett  Crockett  (1st  3on  of  bbellim)  who 
moved  early  to  the  west.  Descendants  of  that  line  now  reside  in  Grants  Pass, 
Ore.,  and  Mrs.  3onle  said  that  her  mother  had  visited  ±a  a  daughter  there  about 
twenty  year3  agoj  she  olso  thought  that  there  were  boys  in  the  family.  They 
would  be  Crocketts  of  course.  Naturolly  Mrs.  Walter1 3  memory  is  not  too  clear 
now.  If  you  have  any  information  on  this  line,  it  would  also  be  appreciated, 
as  I  would  like  to  contact  them. 

Lastly,  please  let  me  have,  at  this  time,  the  names  and  addresses 
of  your  children  and  their  offspring  up  to  date,  so  I  may  inolude  it  in  my 
published  work.

Gabriel  Qu stave  de  Crock etaraa*  (b.  1613)  A  French  Huguenot  of  Southern  France.

Antoln;  De ensure  Porronette  do  Crockata^ne  (b.  July  10,  1643)  He  was  reputed  to 
be  on  a  of  the  handsomest  men  in  the  south  of  Franco,  c-n  ex¬ 
cellent  horseman,  and  a  favorite  of  Xing  Louis  XIV,  woo  made  him 
commander  of  tne  household  guards.  In  this  cep  city  ho  met  and 
subsequently  married  Louise  de  oaix,  (cousin  of  the  mother  of  the 
Marquis  de  Lafayette)  This  couplo  was  converted  to  Protestant 
faith.

"When  Kentucky  wus  established  as  a  separate  Territory  it  was  divided 
into  three  Counties,  Fayotto,  Jefieroon  and  Lincoln,  oo  tne  very 
early  records  will  come  out  of  one  of  those  three  Counties.  However, 
there  were  nine  others  created  in  no  more  than  ten  years,  so  those 
nine  hive  valuable  records  too,  that  is,  where  they  have  not  been 
destroyed.  But  layette  County  had  a  fire  between  or  in  1803,  and 
many  of  the  records  between  1780  and  1803  were  destroyed.  From  1803 
they  are  complete.  Bourbon  County  was  created  in  1785  ana  from 
Fayette,  end  their  records  are  complete  and  in  excellent  condition, 
bo  if  your  people  were  in  Bourbon  after  1785  the  records  should  show 
it."

"I  am  almost  afraid  to  write  you  this  letter  as  I  have  nothing  definite 
to  report.  It  seems  that  you  have,  as  one  of  my  clients  in  Kansas 
City  always  says,  handed  me  a  dilly  of  a  problem. 


"I  first  went  to  Paris  and  spent  an  entire  day  going  through  the  records 
there,  then  I  examined  all  the  records  here  in  Fayette  County,  then 
maae  a  trip  to  Frankfort.  I  found  dozens  of  Crocketts,  almost  any  of 
whom  could  have  been  the  father  of  your  Shelirn  or  Shallim,  but  nothing 
is  revealed  as  to  the  name  of  ids  father.  I  do  believe  however,  that 
he  came  into  Kentucky  from  North  Carolina.  That  is,  his  parents  aid. 

You  say  he  was  born  in  Kentucky. 

"There  were  no  less  then  four  Crocketts  in  Bourbon  County  that  could 
have  been  your  grandfather's  father.  Their  nome3  were  James,  John, 

Joseph  ana  Robert.  The  first  mention  of  the  name  in  the  Bourbon  recoras 
wh3  John.  Andrew  Harrison  married  Martha  Crockett,  marriage  bond 
dated  March,  16,  1793,  and  John  Crockette  was  the  bondsman.  However, 
from  a  will  I  found  in  Clark  County  thi3  Martha  Crockett  that  married 
Andrew  Harrison  appears  to  have  been  the  daughter  of  James.  ana  as  be¬ 
fore  stated,  there  was  one  James  Crockett  in  Bourbon. 

"Joseph  Crockett  of  Bourbon  County  was  a  United  States  Marshall,  ^nd 
os  n  United  States  Marshall  sold  a  tract  of  Iona  in  Bourbon  County, 
to  one  Join  Phelps.  This  land  was  sold  for  tne  taxes,  whicn  is  wry 
Jo3epn  Crockett  had  anything  to  do  with  it.  The  residence  of  Joseph 
at  the  time  wan  not  stated,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  his  resiaence 
was  layette  County.  His  vif e  is  not  named,  ;  nd  this  is  tne  only  reference 
to  Joseph  Crockett  among  the  Bourbon  records.

"The  first  mention  of  James  Crockett  in  Bourbon  Wi.a  in  1795#  when  he 
purchased  300  ucros  of  Iona  from  oao  iicunuel  Hendoroon.  This  lfjid  was 
part  of  a  1400  acre  tract — settlement  and  pre-emption  granted  to 
Samuel  Henderson  and  known  as  The  Sycamore  Forrest.  It  was  located 
in  Bourbon  Bounty  on  Hinkston'  Fork  of  Licking  fliver.  And  by  the 
location  of  the  land  it  would  still  be  in  Bourbon  County.  It  adjoined 
the  land  of  ono  Matthew  Patton. 

"Samuel  Henderson  was  of  Rockingham  County,  N.  C.  Whether  that  has 
in  connection  with  the  former  residence  of  Jsmes  Crockett  is  not  shown. 

But  might  be  &  clue  to  work  on.  The  wife  of  Jame3  Crockett  was  Catherine, 
(correction — the  wife  of  Bamuel  Henderson  was  Catherine).  Not  the  wife 
of  James  Crockett.  In  the  above  trenscation  Jacob  Fishback,  J time  8 
Fisher,  Matthew  Patton  and  Robert  Crockett  were  witnesses.  Bated 
November,  13,  1795 •  Deed  Book  C,  page  457.  Bourbon  County. 

"The  above  is  the  extent  of  the  Crocketts  in  Bourbon  County,  vind  by 
thi3  we  see  that  there  were  four  of  them — James,  John,  Joseph  and  Robert. 
The  deed  records  do  not  reveal  what  became  of  them,  nor  does  the  wills 
and  estate  records  show  will3  or  estate  settlements,  ell  of  which 
appears  to  be  quite  a  mystery. 

"Now  the  following  in  Payette  County. 

"The  first  mention  of  a  Crockett  in  Fayette  County  was  of  Joseph. 

"There  hr a  been  granted  to  or  in  the  name  of  Benjamin  Taliaferro,  4.660 
acres  of  military  lend.  4000  acres  to  Robert  Wooason,  4000  acre3  to 
John  Marks,  and  LOGO  acres  to  Peter  Marks.  All  of  this  was  military  land, 
but  for  some  reason  Joseph  Crockett  owned  a  one  fourth  interest  in  each 
of  the  above  mentioned  tracts,  which  he  sold,  or  gave  a  title  bond  for, 
ana  agreed  to  sell  all  of  his  interest  to  Robert  Todd,  July,  4#  1787. 

This  was  in  Fayette  County  Deed  Book  G,  page  571. 

The  wife  of  Joseph  Crockett  was  Elizabeth. 


"There  was  one  Andrew  Crockett,  of  Wythe  County,  Va.,  and  he  was  engaged 
in  «  lav  suit  in  Jessamine  County  whereby  ha  expected  to  recover  some 
land.

"It  appears  that  Newbold  Crockett  ma.y  have  come  from  Maryland,  as  we  find 
the  following. 

"Charles,  Lord  proprietor  of  The  Province  of  Maryland,  and 
■avulon.  Lord  Baron  of  Baltimore,  granted  one  Abraham  bsort 
100  acres  of  land  The  County  of  Summerset,  now  in  Sussex, 

August,  8,  1750.  Suia  Inna  known  as  Short’s  Chance.  Then 
Abraham  obort  died  ana  aevised  said  luna  to  his  son  Allen 
Short,  but  just  curing  Ids  natural  life,  then  to  ids  grand 
daughter — Sarah  short,  daughter  of  Allen,  that  is,  if  Allen 
died  without  a  son. 


"Allen  ouort  did  die  without  a  son,  so  tne  said  land  descended  to  nis 


daughter  ^arah.  Then  Sarah  Short  was  granted  143  acres  of  land  adjoining 
Short's  Chance,  ?nd  knovn  as  Waller's  Tof oat,  according  to  tne  laws  of 
Delewaro. 


"Sarah  abort  then  married  Wilkins  Warrick,  and  later  moved  to  Woodford 
County,  Ky. 


"Then  Wilkins  Warrick  and  hi3  wife  Sarah,  of  'Woodford  County,  Ky,  sold 
the  above  mentioned  lands — Short* s  Chance  ana  Waller's  Defeat,  to 
Nevbold  Crockett,  of  Fayette  County,  Ky.  The  above  lands  adjoined 
Thomas  Jones,  William  Ship  an,  Eli  and  John  Short,  and  Nathaniel  Waller. 
The  date  of  this  sale  was  December,  4,  1805.  Circuit  Court  Deed  Book 
B,  pegs  593. 


"I  went  to  the  court  house  only  in  Eayette  and  bourbon  Counties,  and  to 
The  Kentucky  State  Historical  Society  at  Frankfort.  But  wnile  in 
Frankfort  I  examined  what  records  they  have  from  Jessamine,  Clark, 
Madison,  Harrison,  Montgomery,  end  two  or  three  ether  counties,  -nd 
in  the  Clark  County  records  I  found  that  James  Croc^ott  had  died  in  that 
county  and  left  a  will,  which  had  been  abstracted,  which  I  will  give 
you  in  the  next  paragraph.

"Evidently  either  of  the  sons  of  James  Crockett  could  have  been  old 
enough  to  have  been  the  father  of  your  Shelim  Crockett. 


"In  all  places  I  examined  records  of  the  Harrisons  hoping  that  I  could 
find  conic  thing  for  you  through  that  line,  but  could  not.  Then  si^ce 
your  grandfather  was  named  Shelim  or  Shalllm  I  thought  perhaps  that  his 
mother's  name  might  have  been  Shelim  or  Bhallim,  so  I  chocked  on  thVt 
name  too.  ,  \ 


"And  while,  according  to  your  letters,  Shelim  Crockett  evidently  married 
the  first  time  in  Indiana,  but  could  have  married  the  first  time  in 
Kentucky,  And  since  his  firnt  wife  was  an  Ireland  I  checked, on  tna-fy 
name  too,  while  1  was  in  Bourbon  County,.  End  I  found  two  Ireland  Wills. 


And  while  they  show  nothing  definite  I  decided  to  copy  them  for  future 
reference. 


nWILL  OF  WILLIAM  IRELAND,  MENTIONS : 

"No  wife  was  mentioned,  as  far  a3  this  record  shows.  But  cnildren  as 
follows:  John,  Jamas,  Willi- ja,  David,  and  then  apparently  his  sons  in¬ 
law — Elijah  Mitchell,  John  Adams  and  David  Purviance. 

"The  will  of  William  Ireland  i3  not  of  record  in  Bourbon  County,  but 
he  died  in  Iredell  County,  N.C.  But  all  of  the  above  sons  and  son-in- 
law,  were  in  Bourbon  County,  Ky,  and  all  of  them  gave  one  Peter  Fleming 
Power  of  Attorney,  to  return  to  Iredell  County,  N.C.,  and  collect  the 
legacy  ibeft  them  by  William  Ireland. 

"The  date  of  the  above  instrument  was  February,  18,  1799,  and  is  of 
record  in  Deed  Book  D,  page  422,  Bourbon  County,  Ky. 

"Then  I  found  the  following  record,  not  a  will,  but  aoes  name  the  heirs. 

"Jame3  Ireland,  William  Ireland,  David  Ireland,  James  Alexander  and  hi 3 
wife  Margaret,  late  Margaret  Ireland;  Elijah  Mitchell  and  his  wife  Sarah, 
late  oar&h  Ireland;  David  Purviance  ana  ids  wife  Mary,  late  Mary  Ireland; 
John  Adams  and  ids  wife  Nancy,  late  Nancy  Ireland;  Peter  Fleming,  husband, 
of  the  late  Martha  Fleming,  deceased,  who  was  Martha  Ireland,  And  the 
following  Flemings,  children  of  Martha: 

"John,  Peter,  Dr  J.P.,  Samuel,  Andrew,  Elijah  ana  Martha  Fleming,  also 
David  and  Elizabeth  Wu3son,  late  Elizabeth  Fleming;  and  all,  the  Irelands 
and  Flemings  heirs  of  John  Ireland,  deceased;  bold  their  interest  in 
land  in  Bourbon  County,  Ky,  land  formerly  owned  by  John  Ireland,  deceased 
to  Andrew  Fleming,  another  of  the  Fleming  heirs,  April,  20,  1818.

"This  John  Ireland  was  without  a  doubt  the  son  of  the  above  mentioned 
William  Ireland,  of  Iredell  County,  N.C. 

"None  of  which  proves  or  shows  anything  definite  about  your  Shelim 
Crockett,  but  it  does  show  that  there  were  Crocketts  in  this  area  at 
the  time  your  grandfather  was  born,  and  without  a  doubt  among  this  number 
is  th9  father  of  Shelim.  But  with  the  time  consumed— -three  days,  and  the 
records  exnminod,  I  found  no  mention  of  him.  bo  I  urn  finding  thin  on

"Now  they  have  a  few  Indiana  records  at  Frankfort,  but  Kentucky  has  not 
gone  in  for  the  collection  of  genealogical  records  to  any  great  extent, 
and  their  recor<33  of  otner  ^tates  are  very  sc.anty.  But  it  might  Just  belt 
that  I  could  find  something  of  your  Crocketts  among  the  Indiana

"But  I  regret  to  say  I  have  nothing  more  to  report  to  you,  but  you  will 
be  glad  to  note  that  I  am  making  no  charge  for  what  I  aid  do,  or  what 
I  tried  to  do. 

"According  to  your  instructions,  I  went  to  Richmond  and  examined  the 
Madison  bounty  records.  «au  I  am  as  much  ourprisea  over  the  result  as 
you  will  be.  Not  a  single  Crockett  was  mentioned  among  the  Maaison 
County  records,  and  I  examinee  the  will3,  deeds,  estates  and  oraers.

"Last  Monday  I  went  to  Frankfort  and  had  another  surprise  waiting  for 
me.  I  had  never  made  any  inquiries  about  the  Indiana  recoras,  as  I 
had  never  had  any  reason  to  ao  so  before,  only  to  be  told  that  there  is 
no  genealogical  records  of  Indiana  in  the  State  Library.  ...11  they 
have  from  Indiana  are  the  Indiana  State  Historical  Quarterly,  ana  it 
is  strictly  historical — no  genealogy. 

"However,  I  might  have  been  able  to  find  something  any  way  h-.d  they 
been  in  a  dil'forent  position  at  the  Library,  ^or  several  years  their 
space  Over  there  has  been  woefully  inadequate.  But  now  the  entire 
building — the  Old  State  Capitol,  has  been  turned  over  to  them,  mu 
they  are  in  the  midst  of  moving,  so  what  records  they  did  hrve  wa3 
either  in  different  places  or  being  moved  to  different  shelves,  so  that 
practically  nothing  could  be  had.  The  only  tilings  that  had  not  been 
touched  were  the  marriage,  will,  pension  and  correspondence  files, 
which  I  had  already  examined  for  you  when  I  was  there  before. 


"As  ooon  H3  they  are  moved  una  when  I  am  back  over  there  I  will  oee 
what  they  have  from  Ohio.  I  don't  believe  it  would  be  worth  an¬ 
other  trip  over  there,  but  I  will  check  eoiy  way  when  I  am  there  again, 
fnd  I  have  several  days  work  over  there  as  ooon  as  they  have  every 
thing  moved  end  arranged  eo  they  can  be  seen. 

"So  far  as  your  problem  is  concerned  I  am  at  the  end  of  a  dead  end 
street.  I  am  sure  that  tho  boat  thing  from  here  on  it  go  begin  in 
Indiana  where  your  Crocketts  lived,  I  believe  you  said  it  was  bouth 
Band,  which  is  in  St  Joseph  County.  Or  if  it  waa  la  Elkhart  County 
then  Goshen  is  the  County  Seat.  But  tho  records  there  ohould  show 
where  they  came  from,  ana  probably  other  information. "

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"In  a  few  States,  Virginia  and  Kentucky  being  good  examples,  the  old 
tax  lists  have  been  substituted  for  the  census  records.  And 
Kentucky  in  particular,  has  practically  all  of  their  ts.x  lists  up 
to  and  including  1875.  ^nx  lists  however,  never  show  any  of  the 
name3  of  the  females,  or  the  males,  unless  they  owned  property. 

There  is  one  great  advantage  in  the  Kentucky  tux  iist3  in  that  they 
show  when  o.  person  ovnea  property  and  where,  bo  if  a  man  n:med  John 
Doe  owned  land  in  more  than  one  county  the  tax  lists  would  3how 
that,  and  thus  eliminate  much  confusion  by  thinking  perhaps  there 
were  two  or  three  men  of  the  same  name. 

"In  Virginia  they  had  a  system  that  thi3  writer  likes  very  much. 

For  example,  if  John  Joae3  bought  lend  from  James  Brown,  ana  there 
was  moie  than  oae  John  Jones,  the  tax  lists  snow  John  Jones  witn  the 
letter  "B"  in  parenthesis,  showing  that  this  John  Jones  purchased 
land  from  Brown.  If  another  man  of  tho  same  name  purchased  lana  from 
Richard  Williams  then  the  letter  nWn  would  be  shown  in  parenthesis. 

"But  it  is  always  well  to  remember,  never  make  or  have  made,  a 
search  of  the  census  records  unless  you  know  to  betoin  with  wno  you 
are  looking  for  and  where  to  look.  By  keeping  this  in  mina  you  will 
save  both  time  and  expenses."  #-****-«-

Friday,  Juno  2,  1905*  Judge  Garrett  Crockett,  aged  69  years. 

Judge  Crockett  wa3  in  his  barnyard  Thursday  morning  salting  his  cattle  when, 
without  warning  a  bull  charged  on  him  hitting  him  in  tne  beck  and  knocking 
-  him  down  ana  then  attempted  to  tramp  him  to  death,  fortunately  Mrs.  oarrett 
(Crockett)  was  near  and  with  a  club  3ho  drove  off  the  animal.  The  bull  had 
been  dehorned  otherwise  he  would  have  impaled  the  Judge  upon  his  norn3.  Ka 
was  but  two  years  end  ola  and  a  pet  and  Judge  Crockott  had  no  .idea  that  the 
animal  would  do  him  injury.  Mrs.  Crockett  summoned  help  .and  the  Judge  was 
taken  to  the  house  and  their  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  C.  Dixon  of  this  place,  was 
notified  along  with  other  relatives.  Mr.  Dixon  ut  onoe  took  his  wife  and  a 
physician,  in  his  automobile  to  the  home  of  Judge  Crockett.  The  physician 
found  no  bones  broken,  but  that  he  was  severely  injured  internally.  *he 
Judge  so  recovered  from  the  shock  during  tne  day  that  his  family  entertained 
a  hope  he  would  3urvivo,  but  at  night  time  ho  began  go  sink  ana  passed  away 
early  in  the  moi*ning.

Finley,  at  No.  <<<  Morgantown  street,  Uniontovn,  Pa.,  after  a  short 
illness,  death  resulting  from  a  complication  of  diseases  presumably 
brought  on  by  exposure  to  tno  weather. 

Dr.  Finley  was  e.  resident  of  Coshocton,  0.,  ona  went  to  Uniontovn  in 
December  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Ills  cousin,  A.  V?.  Finley,  end  while 
there  was  taken  111  with  fatal  results.  Deceased  was  corn  August  *.6, 
1640,  near  New  Belem  and  was  a  son  of  the  lata  hli  H.  I’in.ley  and 
Anna  (Baird)  Finley.

Finley  underwent 
an  operation  at  the  hospital  in  Mt.  Vernon,  lie  recovered  from 
that  and  was  feeling  very  well  until  after  he  reached  Uniontown. 

Dr.  Finley  i3  survived  by  two  sisters  and  a  brother,  Mrs.  M.  Cordar, 
Chicago;  Mrs.  S.  P.  Brown,  New  Salem,  and  V.  E.  Finley,  Uniontown.

A  dispatch  received  yesterday  from  Dr.  C.  A.  Fletcher,  of  Fan  Francisco, 
announces  that  the  death  there,  on  the  h9th  ult.,  of  Robert  B.  Miller, 
formerly  of  this  city,  was  caused  by  a  congestive  chill.  This  news 
dispelled  the  fears  of  his  relatives  ana  friends  here  that  he  had  lost 
liis  life  at  the  hanus  of  the  Sand-lotters  of  Ban  Francisco,  who  months 
ago  threatened  him  with  death  for  causing  the  arrest  ana  conviction  of 
their  leader,  Beoni3  Kearney,  and  his  chief  aid,  Dr.  ^chroeder. 

R.  3.  Miller  was  the  oldest  son  oj.  Mr.  end  Mrs.  B.  F.  Miller,  of  this 
city,  ana  brother  of  the  eaitor  of  the  TRIBUNE  and  Mrs.  Elmer  Crockett 
arid  Mrs.  J.  M.  Deffenbaugh.  He  was  bom  in  Fayette  county,  Pennsylvania, 
August  17th,  1334,  came  to  Douth  Bend  with  his  parents,  when  about  four 
years  old.  He  learned  the  printing  trade  here  under  his  father,  and  had 
it  completed  by  the  time  ho  reached  nis  sixteenth  year.  He  was  married 
JEune  9th  (?),  1853,  to  Mi63  Mary  Pearson,  a  niece  of  the  late  Anthony 
and  Archibald  Defrees,  and  shortly  afterwards  went  to  Chicago,  where  he  he 
was  foreman  of  the  Press  nnu  Tribune,  now  the  Chicago  Tribune.  In  March, 
1857,  he  loft  here  for  California,  st  a  time  when  there  was  quite  a  large 
emigration  from  here.  He  immediately  entered  journalism  and  soon  become 
known  a3  one  of  the  most  accomplished  stenographers  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

Ho  belonged  to  that  coterie  of  jounihlista  which  included  Mark  Twain  .-nd 
Bret  Haroe,  and  numbered  them  among  his  intimate  friends.  Besides  his 
work  on  the  various  dan  Frsnci3co  papers,  principally  the  Call  and  the 
Bulletin,  he  established  a  daily  paper  in  Oakland. 

At  the  time  Dennis  Kearney  was  carrying  matters  with  a  hi0n  hand  in  ban 
Francisco,  Mr.  Miller  was  detailed  from  the  Bulletin  to  try  to  scour*' 
evidence  that  would  convict  Kearney.  He  undertook  the  dangerous  task, 
end  w«a  not  only  successful  in  having  Kearnev  ana  oc'nroecor  convicted, 
but  he  learned  of  a  plot  of  the  Ssnd-lo  tiers  to  seize  the  Gatling  guns 
just  in  time  to  prevent  its  Doing  carried  out.  Naturally,  when  the  Bcnd- 
lottcrs  learned  that  Mr.  Miller  had  boon  tno  chief  instrument  in  securing 
the  conviction  of  their  leader  they  threatened  him  with  aeath,  and  on  the 
night  that  Charles  De  ioung,  of  the  Chronicle  was  murdered  by  young  Kalloch, 
the  Bcnd-lotters  believed  they  found  Mr.  Miller  in  disguise  in  their  meeting 
taking  notes.  There  was  a  rush  for  him  with  drawn  revolvers  and  knives, 
and  the  Chroniclo  in  recounting  the  affair,  said  only  his  coolness  saved 
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him  from  being  murdered,  He  hud  taken  short  hand  notes  on  his  finger  nulls. 
These  notes  were  erased  *»s  he  stood  with  folded  arms  and  nothing  could  be 
found  to  indicate  that  he  was  not  a  Lnnd-lottcr  among  tfund-lottors  and  he 
escaped. 

Mr.  Miller  left  a  wife  end  two  children,  3ona  grown,  to  mourn  his  loss.

EXCERPTS  FROM  A  FAMILY  SKETCH  By  CLARA  M.  SACKETT  —  Being 
A  SKETCH  of  the  IRELAND,  FERGUSON,  ADAMS  and  PURVIANCE  FAM¬ 
ILIES 
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"Thi3  sketch  is  being  written  by  Clarissa  Adams  Sackett,  granddaughter  of 
John  Fielding  Ireland  and  his  wife,  Jane  Lucetta  Ferguson,  and  daughter  of  John 
Marshall  Adams  and  his  wife,  Eliza  Zorilda  Ireland,  bo  many  Limes  since  the 
doath  of  my  parents  and  all  the  older  members  of  my  ancestors  *  families,  I  have 
longed  for  information  about  the  earlier  members  of  the  different  lines,  out 
too  late  because  there  is  no  one  left  to  answer  them.  I  think  tnat  my  descend¬ 
ants  may  in  the  future  desire  to  know  something  of  their  ancestors,  hence  this 
brief  sketch  of  people  end  facts  that  I  alone  am  able  to  give  them  as  I  now  am 
the  eldest  of  the  near  relatives  living,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two. 

"From  Mr3.  Ireland  of  Ithaca,  New  York,  who  had  made  a  study  of  the  Ireland 
genealogy  in  order  to  prepare  a  paper  to  be  read  oefore  an  assembly  of  the 
Irelands,  I  obtained  the  following  data.  I  have  verified  iior  statements  in 
the  Newberry  Library  in  Chicago  and  in  the  New  York  Public  Library. 

"Our  people  seemed  unusual  since  they  retained  their  inaiviauality  no 
matter  wnere  they  came  from,  boms  came  from  Ireland,  some  from  bcotland,  some 
were  English  and  they  first  lived  in  ane  South  but  they  spoke  pure  English 
without  an  accent.  As  far  as  I  know  tney  were  Presbyterians  but  after  the 
great  Revival  in  Kentucky,  some  of  thee}  united  with  the  Christian  or  New 
Light  Church.  They  took  the  New  Testament  a3  their  guide  anu  Cnrist  as  their 
example.  They  believed  in  immersion  but  uid  not  believe  it  was  a  saving 
ordinance.  I  know  from  personal  observation  und  personal  contact  tnat  they 
lived  the  religion  they  professed. 

"Sir  John  De  Ireland  end  other  members  of  his  family  went  from  Normandy, 

France  to  England  with  William  the  Conqueror  anu  settled  in  Lancashire,  England. 

In  his  Memoirs,  the  Rev.  David  Purviance  says  that  his  wife,  Mary,  was  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Martha  Ireland.  Her  father  came  from  Ireland  end  her  mother 
was  of  Irish  descent.  Join  and  Martha  Ireland  were  my  great,  great,  grand  parents. 

"Part  of  the  Irelands  seem  to  nave  settled  in  tna  north  and  part  in  the 
south,  fnd  we  belong  to  the  southern  branen.  Mrs.  Ireland  said  that  there  is  a 
Hale  Hall  on  an  island  in  beroon  Lake,  New  York,  modolod  after  Halo  Hall  in 
Ireland.  There  is  much  said  in  the  records  about  this  Hale  Hell  and  there  h<-3 
been  quite  a  controversy  about  it  in  the  pa3t.  I  simply  mention  the  location 
of  the  model,  thinking  some  of  the  family  mi^nt  sometime  be  interested  to  see  it. 

"There  was  a  Coat  of  Arms  given  to  Henry  Ds  Irel^nda  anu  Adam  De  Irelande — 
•Gules,  three  Fleur  de  lie  Argent  and  Chief  indented  Ermine.'  The  crest,  a  dove 
bearing  an  olive  branch  with  the  motto,  'Amor  et  Fax',  (Love  and  Feace) .  It 
was  assigned  in  1601  to  James  Irelonde  Esquire,  son  ana  Xieir  of  John  Irelanae 
Esquire  of  Horford3hire,  England,  tne  son  of  Hugn  Ireland  of  Lancasnire,  England. 

"This  was  given  to  one  of  the  Irelands,  for  some  deed  of  heroism,  as  much 
land  as  a  falcon  could  1'1>  over. 


"The  Irelands  oame  to  America  early  in  seventeen  hundred,  I  believe

John  Watkins  Crockett,  who  for  many  years  wa3  connected  with  the 
of  Henderson,  was  born  in  Jessamine  bounty,  Keutucky,  May  17,  1818,  and 
died  in  Maui3onville  June  20,  1874*  His  father,  John  W.  Crockett,  was  a 
native  of  the  same  county  ana  was  a  a  farmer  by  occupation.  The  grand¬ 
father,  Joseph  Crockett,  was  born  near  Charlottesville,  Virginia,  and 
was  Colonel  of  a  Virginia  regiment  during  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  In 
1872  he  emigrated  to  Kentucky  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  organization 
of  tie  9tate,  serving  as  U.  3.  Marshall  for  a  time.  The  first  of  tno 
family  to  come  to  America  was  of  French  Huguenot  extraction,  members  of 
the  Huguenot  bond  having  fled  from  their  native  France  in  the  days  of  the 
psrsecution  and  saw  safety  in  Ireland,  whence  their  descendants  came  to 
America.  The  name  at  that  time  was  spelled  Croquetnine.  The  oon3  of 
this  family  were  seafaring  men,  and  engaged  in  this  calling  in  connection 
with  the  Maury  family  before  locating  in  Virginia.  The  mother  of  our 
subject  wa3  Louisa  (Bulloch)  Crockett  of  Jessamine  Co«,  Ky.,  ana  member  of 
a  prominent  family  of  that  acme  in  this  state. 


John  Watkins  Crockett  wu o  cducatod  in  the  _ _ schools  of  Jooorimino 

County,  Kentucky,  and  in  Huncock  County,  Illinois,  while  rouiaing  there 
with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Hannah  (Crockett)  Bell.  At  tho  age  of  twenty  one  he 

_  to  Hopkinsville,  Ky.,  where  ho  read  law  with  Ills  cousin,  Joseph 

Crockett,  an  attorney  of  renoun,  who  later  became  one  of  the  justices  of 
the  Supremo  Bench  of  California.  Mr.  Crockett  was  admitted  to  practice 
at  Paducah,  Ky.,  and  removed  to  Henderson  a  short  time  before  tnc  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  the  Civil  War.  His  sympathies  wore  with  the  South,  road  ids 
conscientious  convictions  of  the  supreme  right  of  the  atutos  to  sevor 
their  union  with  tho  national  government  led  him  to  give  his  iniluence  and 
support  to  the  Confederates,  he  was  sent  as  a  delegate  to  the  convention 
held  in  Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  ana  tnere  was  elected  to  represent  the  second 
congressional  district  in  the  Confederate  congress.  Ho  maintained  this 
position  during  the  greater  part  of  the  war,  devoting  ids  time  and  abilities 

to  _  the  cause  of  the  Couth,  and  when  the  war  was  over 

returned  to  Henderson  whore  he  resumed  practice  of  law.  After  taut  work 
he  devoted  ids  enorgies  until  187a  when  failing  health  caused  idm  to  leave 
the  bar  and  he  returned  to  Mauisonvilie  wnere  ho  died  in  1874.

The  Ancestry  of  David  Crockett 

Few  people  know  that  the  ancestry  of  David  Crockett,  known  in  the  history  of 
T.xas  uj  the  "hero  of  the  Alamo"  lived  in  Macklonburg  Co.,  or  that  his  for¬ 
bears  lived  within  the  bounds  of  two  old  churches  about  whion  much  has  been 
said  in  these  rambling  notes,  Providence  and  Waxhaw  Church. 

David  Crockett  was  a  descendant  of  the  Tangier  Island  family  of  the  name, 
some  of  whom  livod  in  Somerset  Co.,  Ma.,  from  whence  came  tne  Polks, 
Caldwells,  Sharpes,  Alexanders  of  Mecklenburg.  (P.  423  of  those  notes). 

The  will  of  Richard  Crockett,  of  Somerset  Co.,  Md.,  was  written  Feb.  28,  1726 
and  proved  -apr.  26,  1728  (Md.  Cal.  of  Wills,  Voi.  5  F.  115)  The  tnree  son3 
n-r,\ed  in  that  will  were  1.  John  Crockott,  2  Robert  Crockett  and  Richard 
Crockett.  Three  other  children  were  referred  to  but  not  mentioned  by  name. 

It  is  believed  that  the  2nd  son  Robert  Crockett  was  the  father  of  Samuel 
Crockett  who  married  Esther  Thomson  and  Robt.  Crockett  wno  was  the  great 
grandfather  of  David.

In  enlarging  his  reputation  for  exuberant  vitality,  broad  humor, 
and  epic  exaggeration,  these  pamphlets  established  him  as  th©  prototype 
cf  the  American  folk  herco  -  the  central  figure  of  the  most  vigorous 
cycle  in  the  traditional  literature  cf  the  Middle  Vest.  Besides  tall 
tales,  brags  ana  aascaotes  .bout  Crockett,  the  almanacs  featured 
similar  nitteri&l  dealing  with  other  frontiersmen  of  his  type,  waong 
ths  most  familiar  of  these  wore  Sit  Carson,  Mike  Fink,  and  Daniel  Boone. 

The  earliest  and  raciest  Crockett  almanacs,  printed  at  Nashville,  Tenn., 
woro  issued  irregularly  from  1335  to  1841.  They  bear  such  imprints  as 
"published  for  the  author"  (Crockett)  and  "by  tho  heirs  of  Col. 

Crockett",  but  actually,  neither  the  authors  nor  publishers  e.m  be 
certainly  identified. 

Othcjr  Crockett  almanacs  appeared  in  Boston,  Now  lork,  and  Philadelphia 
until  about  1856,  and  inspired  such  imitations  as  Jonatuan  Ee  ■•'stretcher*  3 
Yankee  Story  All-My-Nack  (135^.),  a  colloction  of  New  England  yarns  told 
in  the  Crockett  manner.
